Thi- imported bonnets are either very 


Biruplc and plain, nnil should thwirfor*) 
bo inoxponsivc, or elso they aro ex- 
tremely rich, being made of embroid- 
ered stuff;) stiff with the threads of cold 
nml beads with which thoy are wrou'ght, 
For simplo bonnets smooth with felt Is 
chosen for genoral use, and plain velvet 
for nicer wear. 
Tho new felt bonnets 


hnvo tho crown cut out in n curve or 
point on tho lower edge to make room 
for high dressed hair, or to form a irrotty 
finish above that part of tho hair which 
is combod upward from tho nape of the 
nuck. It is n very easy matter to trim 
such a bonnet by placing » very large 
cluster of stiff loops of velvet ribbon 
near tho front, direutly on top, making 
onch loop stand out in wing shape, jtret 
ns small wings aro now arranged. On 
tho edge of tho brim a binding of o-al- 
loon, or some velvet folds, or a puff, are 
:vll that is nueilod. 
A bird's hnnd or 


Nome straight feathers may bo thrust in 
simong tlio velvet loops, or the whole 
cluster thero may bo of feathers grouped 
by tho more practiced milliner's hand 
before being sold. 
These monturca 


simplify tlio trimming, and onlv need a 
litllocaroin sewing thorn on,"as. they 
Inwo n good background for holding tho 
stitches. Tho strings may ho the small 
velvet bow now so popular, or clso they 
may bo two yards of velvet ribbon from 
two to thrco inches wide; this ribbon 
crosses tho lower edge of the crown, or 
may bo attached on each eido bya fnii- 
ciful pin.

•with diagonal rows of silver braid 
edged with a thick cord covered with 
black velvet. On top of tho bonnot is 
a rosette cluster of black laco throiulcd 
with silver and this holds somo brilliant 
feathers of thn bird-of-pnradiso which 
an) out only a fow inches in length, and 
aro far more graceful thrvn tho long 
.slender plumes of that bird when need 
in thoir rmturnl length. The strings are 
of strlpod velvet nnd watered Hilk.

face wliun crcssou ia used for the crown. 
A (lark myrtlo volvot hat him its brim 
nrchod, not sharply pointed, and partly 
covered inside nnnr the fnco with a 
cluster of liuu piping folds of brilliant 
uoi|iu;lirot reil velvet. 


A novelty in velvet round hats Is to 


Jmvo thn top of tho crown quite soft, as 
if to indent it at pleasure, and to cover 
tho sides of the crown with gathered 
volvot, forming two puffs all around it. 
Tho brim is then covered plainly, and 
<!t1gcdwith galloon that has gold threads 
in it, or clso gold bo\ds, but tho prefer- 
once in for wrought gold ratUor than 
for beads. Velvet ribbon loops and a 
bunch of feathers directly in front aro 
nlmost tho only trimmings scan on 
round hats.

In that timo it grows or 
oiicht to grow twelve feet, counting the 
wliito joints and tho top flag or tuft. On. 
Uii) 1st of July it is some four feet high, 
so that from then until the 16th of Sep- 
tember itgrows ninety-six inches. During 
August, however, it roaches the largest 
ruto of increase, tho ordinary growth 
during that month under favorable con- 
ditions being forty inches. August is 
known as tho "growing month. 
It ia 


then that cultivation is over and the 
ground thoroughly shaded by the foli- 
tii'o. It is then tliat the daily showers 
stimulate the process of vegetation until 
one can almost literally "see it" shoot 
upward. 
It is on clear, still nights

tion of the righteous and loyal people of 
Kansas is here expressed by the public 
execration and final destruction, of that 
carpet-bagger, John P. St. John. He has 
violated every trust and conlldcnce and 
deserves no consideration. Parade him! 
hang him! burn him! But be sure and 
clear Kansas of his disgraceful name. 


At the conclusion of his remaris a 


match was applied to the effigy and it was 
soon burned, amid the shouts and jeers 
of the populace, and the National Pro- 
hibition candidate for President wcut to 
destruction in elllgy at the capital of his 
State aud In the city where he lived during 
his four years of administration as Gov- 
ernor of Kansas.

THB TAILOB SHOP PIBB. 


A Great Oonflagratlon Averted by th» 


Chemical Knelne. 


The second alarm of fire last night wis 


caused by B serious flre in the Robert 
Green tailor shop, back room on second 
floor over Henry Smith's drug store on 
Water street, in the building owned by 
James S. Carter. Mr. Green and his men 
were busily at work. They had a raging 
fire in the stove and the woodwork and 
ceiling near the stove-pipe caught flre 
and bnined awhile before the men noticed 
the danger. Falling plaster was what 
first directed their attention to the flre 
above, and then two men tried to extin- 
guish it with a pail of water, but they 
failed and the alarm was given. In less 
than two minutes from the time the alarm 
reached headquarters the chemical engine 
with the panting horses and ever ready 
crew were standing in front of the drag 
store. It was a job that called for quick 
work and the chemiaal engine was there 
to do it. The hoae was quiokly unreeled 
and the men made a Hying trip up the 
stairway, and got the water on the fire in 
a tlasb, Chief Wayne being on hand to 
direct the work. The fire had eaten its 
way between the ceiling and floor and it 
was necessary to tear up a section of the 
flooring above. The old Masonic rooms 
were filled with stifling smoke which 
poured out of the front windows when 
they were opened. In less than 16 min- 
utes after the engine arrived the flre was 
under complete control, and all danger 
was past. The several hose companies 
with the hook and ladder trucks were 
promptly at the scene, but their services 
were not required as the chemical engine 
was getting in its work beautifully. The 
engine paid for itself a dozen times over 
last night. It was quiokly at the scene. 
It worked like a charm, and only one of 
the 80-gallon chambers was emptied of 
its contents. There was comparatively 
little damage done by water, though some 
dripped through into tha prescription 
department of the drug store, necessitat- 
ing the removal of boxes of goods. A 
great crowd stood in the street and park, 
and some excitement prevailed as the 
volumes of smoke issued from the win- 
dows and swept over toward the Ullrich 
block. 


Generally the people praised the chem- 


ical engine and its crew, and owners of 
the business houses who were more or 
less frightened at the beginning, were 
proud of the new machine, Chief Wayne 
and hia trained orew. 


The Fire at Enrman'a. 


The fire department was called out 


again this afternoon to squelch a little 
fire in an upper room at the residence of 
Mr. I. W. Ehrman on Went Prairie street 
It caught from a stove pipe telling in the 
room occupied by Miss Fannie Ehrman, 
arid got started pretty well when discov- 
ered. The chemical engine got water 
quickly and soon put out the flame*. 
Damage chiefly to furniture, curtains and 
clothing in the room, estimated at 850.

The Prohibition Dream. 


Chicago Tribune, Nov. TOt. 


Mr. John B. Pinch, the Chairman of the 


National Prohibition Committee, in a 
statement to a Democratic paper has 
assumed that the National contest is set- 
tled in favor of Cleveland, and takes oc- 
casion to express his gratification over the 
result in the form of a letter, in which he 
not only plumes himself upon a Demo- 
cratic victory, bat enthusiastically claims 
that the alleged Republican defeat was 
due to the Prohibition vote in the State of 
New York, 
The indecent exultation of the Prohibi- 


tion Chairman is in the line .of the charge 
which has been freely made that the Pro- 
hibition party was in league with the 
Democrats, and that Saintjohn was but 
the «tool-pigeon for Demijohn and Qrover 
Cleveland. 
Assuming that they have 


been successful in effecting what they 
claim, what is U that they have done? 
They have placed the party of rum and 
Rebellion in power. They have set back 
the cause ot prohibition half a century. 
They have helped to bring the saloons to 
the front. They have helped to place in 
the ascendency a party which will repeal 
every liquor taz and local option law 
where it can, and will introduce free mm 
and its consequences. Their Chairman 
says in his letter: "The Prohibitionists 
have stood up to be counted, and rebuked 
the insult offered the temperance men at 
the Chicago Convention." If they con- 
sider the election of Cleveland a rebuke 
to the Democratic party it is altogether 
probable that the Democrat* would like 
to be rebuked in that style for all time to 
come. By this kind of "rebuke," if they 
have been successful, they have not only 
placed the rum party in power, but a 
party opposed to every measure calculated 
to advance the prosperity of tbe country; 
a party which has opposed our present 
sound currency, a party whose only idea 
of the public service is that the spoils 
belong to the victors, a party which has 
always been identified with outrages upon 
the ballot-box and freedom of elections, a 
party which will repeal the National elec- 
tion laws, a party which believes in the 
sovereignty of the State as superior to 
that of the Union, and a party which will 
be dominated by the Solid South, which 
is already in the saddle and prepared to 
demand reparation for the losses incurred 
in that section by the Democratic Rebel- 
lion. 
That is the mischief they have 


done, and there is no doubt that it was 
done maliciously. 
The Prohibition Chairman goes on to 


say: "The Republican party having been 
removed from the path to the graveyard 
the Prohibitionists will at once organize 
to bury the whisky Democrats four years 
ahead." How will they get the 5,000,000 
votes necessary for the purpose? If they 
think that the Republican party is going 
to rush into their arms in 1888 and em- 
brace the fanatical renegades who have 
struck at it like cowards from the rear, 
they little know the temper and spirit of 
the Republicans. They may help to de- 
feat the Republicans, but they cannot 
destroy their organization; it will remain 
as solid as ever, and if defeated this time 
it will rise stronger than ever for the next 
contest. 
The Prohibition Chairman further says: 


"This vote has made prohibition a Na- 
tional issue which will not go out of 
National politics until tbe beer shop and 
druokeryheve gone from America." This 
is but a repetition of the old and silly 
claim which Saintjohn has made so many 
times to his cranky hearers. Because 
Birney helped to defeat Clay and brought 
the Democrats into power, who at once 
proceeded to repeal the Missouri Com- 
promise and to pave the way for the in- 
troduction of slavery into the Territories, 
and thereby aroused and antagonized the 
North until it arose in its might and over- 
threw the Democracy and 
abolished 


slavery, he would argue that by defeating 
the Republicans and bringing the Democ- 
racy into power they will make the rum 
traffic so odious that the people of the 
country will rise up and crush it as they 
did slavery. The claim if both illogical 
and absurd. Prohibition Is not a National 
question and never can be. The Prohibi- 
tion platform itself is a logical impossi- 
bility, and for that reason its supporters 
cannot succeed." The States would never 
surrender the control of the liquor traffic. 
A prohibition amendment to the Consti- 
tution could never be ratified by three- 
fourths of the States. If it were, it could 
never be enforced. To attempt to enforce 
it would involve the creation of thousands 
of Federal courts and necessitate a sys- 
tem of Federal surveillance and domicil- 
iary invasion by the Washington Govern- 
ment which the people would never en- 
dure in their local affairs. The liquor 
traffic is a matter of purely local concern. 


The sanctimonious and hypocritical 


plea of the Prohibition Chairman will not 
do the Prohibition cause any good, nor 
will it ,in any way affect the Republican 
party, however the election may have 
gone. It only goes to confirm previous 
statements that they were in league with 
the Democrats to injure the Republican 
party all they could.
